Convicts Still 
Hold Hostages 
After 4 Days 


BELLFONTE, Pa. 
(/!')—Five of. 


floors of Pennsylvania's National 
Guard arrived at Rockvicw stale 
penitentiary today amid 
rumors 


that, soldiers would join stale po- 
lice and prison guards in a united 
cfforl to end the four-day rebellion 
of 325 prisoners. 


State officials declined to com- 


ment on whether a force of guards- 
men would be brought to the riot 
lorn prison. Nor would they reply 
Lo questions as to whether a move 
lo storm the .barricaded cell' block 
where the men are holding out is 
being considered. 


The move followed shortly after 


rebel convicts, holding six prison 
guards as hostages, offered to ex- 
change one of the hostages for an- 
other guard. 


Earlier an ominous cairn hung 


over the prison with tho convicts 
silling tight in their 
barricaded 


ccllblocks. 


More than 100 heavily armed

guards, stood ready to storm that 
stronghold should stale officials de- 
cide thai action is necessary.
